Water Supply

He influenced others with- 
out effort, unconsciously; and they submitted to him as men sub- 
mit to nature, unconsciously. He was severe with himself, and for 
lenient with others, He appeared to apologize for 


that reason 
being kinder than his fellows.. He did mreiful things as stealthily 
as other committed crimes. Almost ashamed of tenderness, he 


said and did the noblest words and deeds with that charming con- 
fusion—that awkwardness—that is the perfect grace of modesty. 
IIe was neither tyrant nor slave. He neither knelt nor scorn- 


ed. With him, men were neither great nor small—they were right 
or wrong. Through manners, clothes, titles, rags and race he saw 


the real—that which is. Beyond accident, policy, compromise and 
war he saw the end. He was patient as Destiny, whose undeciph- 
erable hieroglyphics were so deeply graven on his sad and tragic 
face. 

Wealth could not purchase, power could not awe this divine, 
this loving man. He knew no fear except the fear of domg wrong. 
Hating slavery, pitying the master—seeking to conquer not per- 
sons, but prejudices—he was the embodiment of the self-denial, 
the courage, the hope, and the nobility of a nation. He spoke not 
to inflame, not to upbraid, but to convince. He raised his hands 
not to strike, but in benediction. 

Lincoln was the grandest figure of the fiereest civil war. He 
is the gentlest memory of our world.—From ‘‘ Abraham Lincoln’’

HE first president of the United tSates was born in the home 
T of a prominent and wealthy English family living in Vir- 
ginia, in 17: forty-four years before the Declaration of 
Independence. He was naturally English in his early train- 
ing, education and in most of his ideals. His early ambition was 
to become an officer in the English navy. 
or engaged in other sports he could afford to do so as an English 
gentleman living in an English colony should, for pastime only. 

He early became a commanding officer of the Colonial militia, 
raised to defend English. rights against the French, and the al- 
lied Indian tribes of the frontier; was long employed as an Eng- 
lish government surveyor of colonial lands, and as a member of 
the Virginia legislature, or house of burgesses, he spent many 
terms of office trying to reconcile the growing spirit of American- 
ism with English laws and English traditions. He had much to 
do with the calling of the first continental congress of which he 
was a member. His great place in American history is due to the 
facts that after more than twenty years of military service, during 
which he fought the Indians, the French, and held himself in 
readiness for war with Spain, or the Spanish colonies in America, 
he was chosen to lead a rebellion against the English government, 
and, accepting the command, he led the poorly fed, badly armed 
and not always willing army for eight years, and wrested the ter- 
ritory occupied by the thirteen United Colonies from the English 
crown, after which he served as president of the first American 
congress, aided in the framing of the constitution, and was eight 
years the chief executive of the new nation, 

As president of the United States George Washington had 
few traditions and no precedents to follow, but was fully con- 
scious that his actions would establish’ precedents for generations 
to come, and must be guarded with heroic care. He had, however, 
traveled much throughout the colonies, and later among the states, 
and having met the American people, in many of the finest homes 
and poorest cabins, in congress and in impoverished camp, in 
diplomatie conference and upon the field of struggle against out- 
numbering foes, he knew the temper and needs of his fellow coun- 
trymen. He had developed a strong sense of justice and righteous- 
ness, and these, adjusted to his knowledge of popular needs, en- 
abled him to determine the correct outlines of the real spirit of 
Americanism and liberty. 

His father had died in his early youth, and, following the 
custom of the English, had given his entire estate to his oldest son. 
This gave to the future first American the option of living upon the 
bounty of his brother or of making a place for himself in the world. 
With an independence far more characteristic of himself than of 
his times, he went to work, until, upon the death of his brother, he 
became heir to the family property. This property made it pos-

sible for him to serve the people without salary, taking his pay in 
the hatred, criticism and even distrust of many who knew him, 
and later in the universal outpourings of affectionate appreciation.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION RE- 
VIEWED 





Although it is too early to tell 
just what effect the recent German 
announcement will have on the 
world’s commerce it seems probable 
;that whatever check it may occa- 
international trade will be 
only temporary. The possibility of 
international complications between 
the United States and Germany is a 
;more serious consideration. Fear of 
war, no doubt, had more to do with 
the sudden downward plunge of se- 
curities prices following the  an- 
nouncement, than anything else. The 
shrinkage in values of _ stocks 
amounted to hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 

The United States is making great 
strides toward the expansion of its 
foreign commerce, and it is doing so 


sion in 


in a legitimate and _ praiseworthy 
way. The needs of other nations 
are being studied, and efforts put 


forth some time ago to encourage 
closer commercial relations with va- 
rious countries are being rewarded 
by an immense growth in interna- 
tional business. Commerce between 
the United States and Russia, and 
between the United States and South 


America, thas been making great 
gains, notwithstanding the handicap 
of steamship shortage and _ high 
ocean freight and insurance rates. 


Japan likewise is enlarging its over- 
seas trade at a rapid rate, as are 
Canada and other countries not im- 
mediately within the war zone. When 
the war is over the belligerent 
countries also will doubtless expand 
their international trade to greater 
proportions than ever before, 

It is too early to predict how 
advantageous the new federal ship- 
ping board, now being formed in the 
United States, will prove to inter- 
national commerce. Since the main 
purpose of the board is to encour- 
age the development of a merchant 
marine, it goes without saying that, 
if its object is attained, the benefit 
will be incalculable. The great lack 
experienced by the United States 
just now is that of adequate ship- 
ping facilities. The shortage of mer- 
chant vessels not only has greatly 
hampered the United States’ foreign 
commerce, but has added enormous- 
ly to the cost of everything shipped 
to other countries, because of the 
high ocean freight charges. The ab- 
sence of an adequate merchant ma- 
rine would place the United States 
at a great disadvantage in its ef- 
fort to hold or win a fair share of 
world trade after the war is over. 
Lower ocean freight rates may not 
come immediately after peace has 
been established, or even for some 
time afterward, but there should 
eventually be a substantial decline 
in charges, because of the large num- 
ber of bottoms which will be releas- 
ed for merchant service when ‘hos- 
tilities shall have ended. The num- 
ber of vessels destroyed since the 
war began, although very considera- 
ble, represents only about 10 per 
cent of the world’s tonnage, accord- 
ing to Lloyd’s records., The large 
number of ships built during the 
period offsets the greater part of this 
loss. The shortage is mainly due to 
the internment of nearly all the ves- 
sels of the Central European pow- 
ers, and to the large number of 
merchant ships taken over for the 
admiralty service.—Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. 








HUMIDIFIERS FOR CURING LEM.- 
ONS ; 








Simple apparatus for regulating 
the humid’ty in lemon curing rooms 
has been devised by experts of the 
United States department of avricul- 
ture. The cost of this apparatus, as 
stated in a new bulletin, No.’ 494, 
need not exceed $25, exclusive of an 


ordinary 16-inch electric fan used in 
its operation. This small expense 
would be more than offset by the 
improved appearance and quality of 
one carload of lemons cured under 
uniform conditions of humidity, Fur- 
thermore, the usefulness of the de- 
vice in improving atmospheric con- 
ditions in dwelling houses in, the arid 
sections has been demonstrated. 

The apparatus consists primarily 
of two water pans placed one above 
the other, with strips of cloth ex- 
tending through slots in the bottom 
of the upper pan to the lower pan, 
These slots are raised above the 
water level in the upper pan and 
the edges of the cloth hang down 
from them into the water. Capil- 
larity raises the water on the cloths 
to the top of the slots. From there 
gravity and capillarity combine to 
drop it down through the cloths to 
the lower pan. An electric fan gen- 
erates a current of air which ig driv- 
en between the cloths, carrying the 
moisture from the saturated cloth 
out into the room. 

Experiments in a packing house 
in Southern California showed that 
by the use of this apparatus the hu- 
midity in the well insulated curing 
rooms could be raised about ten per 
cent an hour in the range from 70 
to 90 per cent of relative humidity. 
When the relative humidity was be- 
low 580 per cent the action of the hu- 
midifier was more rapid. On the oth- 
er hand, with a relative humidity of 
about 90 per cent the humidifier 
| worked very slowly, and above 95 
|per cent the effect of the apparatus 
Was scarcely noticeable. ; 

As designed by the government ex- 
pert the humidifier consists of two 
shallow, galvanized steel pans 36 
|inches deep. The slots for the cloths 
/are raised four inches above the 
water level of the upper pan. The 
| cloths themselves are made of Rus- 
sian crash, a very coarse linen which 
}is used for towels and for decorative 
| purposes, Such a_ humidifier, it is 
| said, should be sufficient for five cur- 
| ingrooms, each- of which is about 20 
| feet long by 20 feet wide and 10 feet 
high, although the insulation of these 
rooms will, in a great measure, de- 
| termine the amount of humidification 
necessary. For use in private dwell- 
ings a much_~= smaller ‘apparatus 
‘would be satisfactory.

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CARE OF THE FARM AUTO 

“I have given the workings of the 
car a good deal of study and will 
tell you how I care for the machine 
while it is in use,” says a writer in 


the Fruit Grower and Farmer, and 
he adds: : 

“First, I am careful to keep the 
carburetor properly adjusted. This 


is a very important matter. When I 
bought the car the carburetor was a 
ereat mystery to me until one day 
the machine stopped with me when 
12 miles from a garage. The trou- 
ble was traced to the carburetor. I 
‘dug into the thing,’ located the trou- 
ble, and remedied it. Since then 
the carburetor has not been such a 
mystery. I mention this to illus- 
trate that the best way to get the 
needed knowledge is to tackle it 
when anything goes wrong. Be sure 
to save all the pieces, so if you 
cannot get them back together prop- 
erly, they will be there for some one 
else to assemble. 

“During changeable weather, that 
is when one day is somewhat cold 
and the next warm, it is not an easy 
matter to keep the carburetor per- 
fectly adjusted; and it is best not 
to do too much changing, unless one 
knows his carburetor so well . that 
he knows without testing, about how 
much of a change to make. When 
making a change I keep in mind the 
number of half turns. given the 
thumb adjustment. Then I know the 
kind of a change needed for cold 
and warm weather. 

“IT watch the oiling system 
fully, always using the best grade of 
oil obtainable. I use only one make 
of oil, never changing to another. I 
once changed to a different make, 
thinking it would make no difference, 
but soon found the oiling system 
not working right. 

“The cooling system, eomes in for 
a good deal of attention. When the

| weather is warm teh engine must 
be kept cool enough so that every- 
, thing works well. The water in a 
water-cooled engine is supposed to 
' be always at the boiling point around

The open ditches running from

Such part of this 
work as can be completed this win- 
ter will be done and the balance 
held over until next year. 


Mesa Tunnel 

The Mesa tunnel, to replace the 
old Mesa pipe line, is nearly fin- 
ished and will soon be in use. This 
is one of the most important im- 
provements to the system in recent 
years. Mr. Manley gave this work 
very close and caerful attention and 
nothing was left undone that would 
insure the permanency of the work. 
The estimate for this work was $12,- 
000 but the actual cost was about 
$2000 less than the estimate. «The 
old Mesa line was leaking badly and 
we estimate the new tunnel will 
effect a saving of at least fifty min- 
ers’ inches of water, and as this is 
all gravity water the value of the 
new work to the stockholders is 
several times the cost. 


Canyon Road Repairs 
The work of repairing the dam- 
age to the Canyon road caused by 
the floods of last year was -complet- 
ed and the road opened for service 
May 15, 1916. The estimated cost 
yf these repairs was $8867, and the 
work cost $7550.29. We received 
contributions for this work from the 
Pacific Light and Power Co., and 
Mr, W. G. Kerckhoff amounting to 
$1750, making the cost to this com- 
pany $5800.29. The entrance gate 
receipts for the year were within 

$1000 of the cost of repairs.

ports of 1914 and 1915 that assess- 
ments of the water company should 
not exceed $10 per share per year 
has been met and unless we should 
suffer some unusual damage I can 
gee no reason for assessments be- 
ing more than that. In fact, the 
water system will soon be in condi- 
tion to be operated at lower costs 
and I believe that, after 1917, it 
may be possible to still further re- 
duce assessments. 


Ontario Power Company 

The Ontario Power Co. shows a 
satisfactory growth in its business 
and paid the usual dividend to the 
water company. The increase’ in 
electrical revenues over 1915 was 
$7120.09. The increase was in light- 
ing, cooking and heating and com- 
mercial power and these are the 
three classes of revenue tnat indi- 
cate the growth of the business. The 
current sold for pumping or sold 
wholesale is dependent upon the 
rains and varies with the quantity 
of stream water, The percentage of 
increase was greatest in cooking 
and heating and was more than 19 
per cent. This all came during the 
last six months of the year and is 
rapidly growing, the increase jn 
that class of business for Decem- 
per, 1916, over the same month of 
1915 being 45 per cent. We cannot 
expect a very great increase in cur- 
rent sold for commercial power or 
for pumping and we must look to 
the sale of current for domestic pur- 
poses for our growth and the terri- 
tory we serve should be developed 
as rapidly as possible along that 
line. Our range sales have been 
very satisfactory and I know of no 
company that is placing as many 
ranges, in proportion to the number 
of customers served, as the Ontario 
Power Co. 

The operating costs of the Power 
company were heavier this year than 
last. The repairs to pole line was 
$3600 more than last year and was 
due largely to the state require- 
ment for standardizing lines. The 
range sales and installing costs were 
new items of expense this year but 
the results show that this expense 
was well warranted. A large fac- 
tor in the increased operating costs 
was the increase of from 50 per cent 
to more than 100 per cent in price 
of all material used by the company. 

The Organization 

The work of the office force dur- 
ing the year hds been excellent. 
The accounts have been neatly and 
accurately kept and the work has in 
all ways been promptly and well 
done. The employees in the differ- 
ent departments of both companies 
have givn splendid service and have, 
at all times, shown an interest in 
the welfare of the companies and 
by their work have done their part 
in maintaining the properties in ex- 





cellent condition. 
Financial 
The finances of the two compa- 


nies are in good condition. The fol} 
lowing table shows the improve- 
ment for the year:

THE COW VS. THE GOAT 

Few people have made any real 
effort to find out just why the milk 
ot the cow is so generally used, it 
not having occurred to them that 
its use is of comparatively modern 
origin and no other reason being 
given than that it simply is a cus- 
tom handed down by our ancestors 
and is encouraged by doctors of a 
certain class. The use of the milk 
of goats, sheep, donkeys and other 
small animals antedates the use of 
cow’s milk as in the olden days the 
cow was not sufficiently domesticat- 
ed to be of any use as a milk-giver. 
The facts that I particularly wish 
to impress upon the reader are: 
First, that the cow is a big, heavy, 
dense animal of great strength, and 
that it has nothing in common with 
a human being; that teh organic 
salts or constituent part of ‘its milk 





are different from those in human 
milk, therefore not good for a hu- 
man being; that its milk is good 


only for a calf when taken directly 
through the nipple; that its compo- 
sition makes it digestible as it coag- 
ulates into a cheesy mass in the 
stomach, which instates the nerves 
and inflames the nervous mem- 
brane—all cow’s milk drinkers have 
catarrh, adenoids, sore tonsils and 
kindred troubles. Again, as the se- 
rum trust has fastened the infamous 
“tuberculin” test upon our. dairy 
herds the use of raw cow’s milk has 
become dangerous and: deadly, while 
“Pasteurized’ and condensed milk 
forms of starvation foods and 
disease-breeders made so by the high 
process of sterilization and evapora- 
tion which kills all the organic salts 
of the milk. Tuberculosis, rickets, 
scrofula, infantile paralysis and oth- 
er disease follow the use of such, 
milk. Coming back to the smaller 
whose milk is used by hu- 
the goat stands out preemi- 
as the safest and best ani- 
Naturally a clean 
animal and a good ranger it is far! 
than the cow and not a 
victim of the diseases that are fre- 
cuently found in cattle. For the ta- 
ble I personally prefer its meat to 
that of the cow or sheep and the 
pity of it is that’ more goat’s meat 
used in preference to beef 
and pork. | 
The milk of the goat is richer in| 
the organic salts necessary to ‘hu- 
man being and is more easily di-| 
gested than cow’s milk. As a food 
for infants it does not need the 
modification that cow’s milk does, 
and is more nutritious and easily di- 
gested by children for it coagulates 
into small globules and is readily as- 
similated and is readilyshrdlushru 
similated and eliminated. I have 
used and prescribed goat’s milk for 
years in my practice and have never 
known any bad results from its use. 
Babies thrive on it and enjoy a de- 
gree of health not obtainable from 
any other substitute for the moth-, 
er’s milk, while cheese and other 
products made from it possess a 
flavor and zest unequaled. I am of 
the opinion that much © sickness

Just at present I am 
working out the coal mining end of 
the game on two properties produc- 
ing something like 350,000 tons of 
lignite coal per year, and where 
there is an attempt to increase this 
considerably. It might interest you 
to know that the very best coal can 
be bought in carloads f. o. b. the 
mine for about $2.00 per ton with a 
25 cent freight rate, and a 50 cent 
haul to one’s house. But then, on 
the other hand, they burn coal about 
all the year except a few months in 
mid-summer. Small lots cost about 
$4.75 delivered. Wood costs about as 
much as with you, and is sold not by 
the cord, but by the ton. I have not 
yet been able to fix in my mind just 
what a ton of wood really means. I 
would like to sell green eucalyptus 
by the ton, however. 

The peopie here so far are not 
getting the best kind of citrus fruits, 
and I would prefer lemons to many 
of the oranges during the last few 
weeks.

I find that 
many more people than formerly use 
oranges, largely due, probably, to the 
advertising campaigns. Sunkist is a 
well-known word here, as in Denver, 
and I am answering questions about 
this brand almost every day. I am 
more and more convinced from the 
talk I hear and the knocks I hear, 
that California can do no more suici- 
dal thing than to send out green, im- 
mature, or unsound fruit to these 
far markets. It makes a fellow feel 
pretty mean to hear some of the 
things said about California oranges 
as compared to Florida fruit, and not 
be able to sass back, because of the 
clearly bad condition of the fruit. It 
takes time to overcome this feeling 
among the consumers. But you 
know that, anyway. 

This is ‘usually a delightful win- 
ter climate. Winter climate, you 
understand. The summers are even 
more delightful. But as winters go, 
these are really fine. But once in a 
while we have winds here that are 
famous. One day I saw some stones 
skipping along the street and chas- 
ed one small one to see just how 
small it was.
